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NOTES OF THE WEEK. 


The death of M. Katkoff isa severe blow to the Panslavonic party in Russia, 


_of which he was the guiding spirit. His life was spent in rousing the national 


spirit of Russians to develope a special civilization for the wide realm of the 
Uzar. Unfortunately in so doing,he roused race animosities instead of pro- 
moting race emulation, and his action was distinctly provocative of the unhappy 
events of 1881, though he was probably himself aghast at the logical result of 
his enthusiasm. English experience has shown that the best way to promote 
truly national feeling among Jews is by giving them emancipation, and thus 
enlisting them on the side of the best elements of the nation. We trust that 


Russia is on the way to do this, and we feel sure that the deceased journalist and 


statesman would have promoted the new movement if he had clearly seen how 
beneficial it would have been to his beloved Russia.. For the sake of the services 


he performed to the ccuntry where half our coreligionists reside, we share in 


the general sympatby that his been expressed for his loss. 


Mr. Samuel Montagu, M.P., appropriately takes the place of his brother-ir- 
law, the Jate Mr. Lionel Cohen, on the Currency Commission. His unique position 
in the foreign bullion and money market, and his masterly knowledge of the 
foreign exchanges would nave been sufficient to place him on the Commission 


from the beginning but for the fact that by this means his evidence as an expert | 


would have been lost to the Commission ; forhe would not then have been examined. 
Now that he has given his views, there was no obstacle to obtaining his help in 
drafting the Report and he will doubtless be of signal service to the Commission 
in this direction. The good work done on Commissions and Special Committees 
is by no means the least of the services rendered by Members of Parliament to 
the country, and Mr. Montagu will have a further opportunity of helping to solve 
one of the most pressing problems of political economy. The Commission is to 
be congratulated on the latest accession to its ranks. 


. The excessive rarity of crimes of violence among Jews makes the mysterious 
occurrence known as the “ Whitechapel murder ”’ still more mysterious. The 
judicial inquiry, though resulting in the condemnation of the accused, has scarcely 
cleared up the motives that could have led to the crime. On this we have 
not to speak, but on the attitude that Judaism takes towards such crimes as these. 
Unlike other religions ours does not hold out hopes in such cases that a-mere 
deathbed repentance will be efficacious in appeasing the offended dignity of 
Heaven. Human justice should be as merciful as the Divine, nor can we regard 
that as justice in God which would be practically injustice among men. At first 
sight such an attitude seems less humane than the Christian, which holds out 
hope of a remission of sins for repentance after the deed. But when it is reflected 
how by this means the strongest motive against the deed is removed, the Jewish 
doctrine is seen to be in its results the most truly moral one. 


Io this month’s Contemporary Review, M. Clermont-Ganneau defends, as is 
natural, his celebrated find, the Moabite Stone, from the critical assaults of the 
Rev. A.Léwy. He goes through Mr. Léwy’s various arguments one by one and 
brings forward arguments of great force against the sceptical doubts of his oppo- 
nent. This is as it should be: arguinents should be met by arguments, not by 
contemptuous refusal to entertain the question, which is all that Mr. Léwy has 
hitherto met with. M. Clermont-Ganneau shows all bis usual acuteness in defence 
of his own scientific reputation, and Mr. Lowy will find it hard to traverse 
the weighty points put forth by the French savant which must, in the absence of 
an adequate reply, be held to definitely settle the question unsettled by Mr. Léwy. 


_ Apart from its scientific value M. Clermont-Ganneau’s article is enlivened by a 


brightness of tone and touches of somewhat comical humour that render it very 
bright reading.

The publication of a letter in our coluinns from the Chacham Bashi of Jera- 
salem is a sign of the times. For many years the Jewish authorities in the Holy 


City were urged to publish statements of the manner in which they employed — 


the charitable funds entrusted to their care. Such accounts would, it was 
claimed, bave gone far to allay the suspicions entertained in many quarters as to 
the disposal of the Chaluka and other funds. But the appeals to the Rabbis 
have hitherto been made in vain. It is evident, however, that a strong hint has 
been made to the Chacham Bashi that it would be as well to give heed to the 
complaints made in Europe. The venerable Spiritual Chief of the Sephardim 
Jews has shown himself amenable to reason, and has consequently sent us an 
account of the disbursements of the gift of 12,000 francs made by Baron Edward 
de Rothschild, who lately visited Jerusalem, and of the annual grant from the 
bequest of the late Sir Moses Montefiore. A very large portion of these amounts 
was allotted to “stud:nts of the holy Jaw,” although, as is admitted by the 
Chacham Bashi himself, the ordinary poor are double their number. Some plan 
should be devised for conferring permanent and tangible benefits, which mere 
charitable doles cannot effect, but for the present we may remain content with 
the concession obtained from the Chacham Bashi. Jewish public opinion would 
be still more content if the spiritual heads of the two sections into which the 
Jewish population of Jerusalem is divided would once and for all discontinne 
the obsolete Cherem. Advocates of progress deserve something better for their 


pains than excommunication. 


According to some curious data, publishcd in the “ Annuaire Israélite 
Marteillais,” the city of Marscilles is inlebted to Jewish erterprise for its 
important soap industry. For a long time this branch of commerce was regarded 


with disdain ; but in view of the increasing importation of foreign soap, a Jew, 


named Crescas Davin, alias Sabonerius, commenced in the year 1371, to manu. 
facture this necessary article. He carried on the trade until 1404, when he was 
succeeded by his son, Salomon Davin, who also bore the same alias. The first 
attempts at the manufacture of soap do not appear to have met with satisfactory 


results, the Jews in Marseilles being unable to compete with the soaps of Gaéta, — 
‘This surmise is borne out by a record of the purchase in 1452 and 1453 by- 


Jewish traders at Marseilles of soap made at Gaéta. |

MODERN BIBLICAL CRITICISM, 
TO THE EDITOR OF TUE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


S1r,—It is impossible to arrive at any other conclusion after perusal except 
that Mr. Alfred Henriques’s communication published by you, is of an equally 
dangerous tendency as far as regards a belief in Revelation and in the Divinity of 
the contents of the Old Testament as the works of Colenso, Kalisch and Spinoza. 


I consider it my duty, as an humble labourer on earth, to express, as far as I am 
able, an erring mortal's indignation in a meek spirit of sorrow at seeing the 
critical abilities of a Jew perverted to such fallacious cavilling (by specious 
arguments) at the contents of the Old Testament. Ivcalculable mischief to the 
tone of society must result from these endeavours to pick the Bible to pieces so 
ruthlessly and so remorselessly. What is the earthly excuse of all this unsettling of 
minds, uprooting of cherished opinions, attempted undermining of old affections 
and all we hold dear? When life is wrecked, where else can comfort and consolation 
be found? The belief, even of an uneducated person who would consider 
Atheistical and philosophical discussion, is worth ten thousand times that of the 
inquirer, as the latter is sure soon to get out of his.depth without being able to 
advance or return. The Bible from the genius of its conception, has mitigated 
human wickedness in all ages. consequently, will long outlive the new-fangled 


modern rationalists, on every presumed improvement in our habits and customs. 
The immutable truth of the Biblical doctrines (although their Divine origin is 
contested by many) is all-sufficient for happiness, wisdom and salvation. There 
may be historical errors, and internal discrepancies, but these cannot diminish the 
sanctity of part of the Book, for narratives surely cannot be placed in the same 
category as doctrines. 

I consider no one should remain apathetic, however mean his intellect, when 
the subject of attack is one to which he has pinned his faith. Even a worm is 
useful in the world. Theology is not my forte. My knowledge on that score is 
superficial. I am more spiritual than a deep thinker. The study of theology not 
having occupied much of my time, [ shall condense the late Lord Hatherley’s able 
defence of Scripture against Rationalists, from the preface and postscript of his 
work “Continuity of Scripture,” as an antidote to the poison ; and then appeal for 
a verdict, aftera perusal of these documents, to those of all religious denominations, 
as to whose conclusions appear sounder, viz., those of the eminent Protestant, 
lawyer, or those of Mr, Henriques. The step may be a bold one, but does not this 
show many points of agreement in different religions? Dr, Deutsch, in his able 
article on the * Talmud” in the “Quarterly Review” for October, 1867, has clearly 
demonstrated this, and it is really painful to observe the praiseworthy labours of 
one Jew to elevate religion so nullified in part by the injurious tendency of the 
article of the other.

question of merely minor importance? It is mournful to think that, at a time 
when Judaism is in sore need of additional workers, a man well fitted to advance 
her real interests is dissipating his strength in disputes about comparative trifles, 
and in fomenting rebellion in his own camp. 

I do not hesitate to confess that I intend my remarks to have the 
widest application. There is unfortunately, even in these latter days, room 
for a protest against that defective sense of proportion by which little 
things are magnified, and great ones dwarfed, to the detriment of Judaism. 
We are still too fond of insisting on such Shibboleths as the Shnodering- 
question—too heedless of the far larger jissues which touch the very existence of 
Judaism. In our eagerness to keep possession of the frail castles of sand and shells

Charlotte House is arranged to hospitably entertain nine grown up persons, and 
oneinfant ata time. All who desire to visit it must bringa doctor's certificate of 
their needs to me any Thursday from five o'clock until half-past six. Each applicant 
thusobtains a personalinterview. No other recommendation is required than recovery 
from illness, »e/ contagi ‘us, or wished-for rest after hard work. No payment of any 
sort is permitted except the patient's return fare. | 


My plea for asking you to print this letter lies in the fact of the enormous 
excess of the applications. During the fortnight’s summer vacation, all the school 
children, andmany of the teachers, unite with the never ceasing tide of general 
entreaty for accommodation, at one and the same period, in Charlotte House. Every 
day brings written requests for a summer visit from mothers whose excuse is that 
their children have passed some particular “Standard,” besides multiplied and most 
urgent supplication from the regular list of old, and suffcring, and young and over- 
worked, and as the refusals are of course very painful to me, it would be well that 
the applications should for the future be made more in order with the accommo- 
dation. 

Many of the ladies of the Conjoint Committee who visit the hospitals, will thus 
remember the limits of the Home; the rules for gaining admittance ; and the 
wealthy will consider how dear to the poor dwellers in the neighbourhoods of Han- 
bury Street and Whitechapel is a short country trip, and T hope reflect on the want 
still existing of another and a larger Convalescent Home, perhaps by the sea, 

Many a night the thought of those who cannot find room, robs sleep ; for habit 
fails to diminish individual interest in, and compassion for, the persistent, imploring 
crowd who weekly put forward their claims.

| CHARITABLE DISTRIBUTIONS IN JERUSALEM, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “ JEWISH CHRONICLE.” 


Sir,—I crave a small space in your important journal for an account of the 
distribution of the gift of 12,000 francs, which Baron and Baroness Edmond de 
Rothschild made during their late-visit for the benefit of the Jewish poor in this 
city. The donation was accompanied by instructions that the amount should be 
divided among the persons who had petitioned the Baron for assistance, and among 
the poor generally. The Rabbis and managers of the congregations accordingly dis. 
tributed 2,000 francs among the applicants to the Baron, viz., 1,500 francs to Ash- 
kenazim, and 500 francs to Sephardim, The remaining 10,000 francs were divided in two 
equal parts among the Sephardimand Ashkenazim. We have sent a complete state- 
ment to Baron Edmond de Rothschild ; but we deem it advisable at the same time 
to furnish the public with a similar statement. I can of course give only the 
accounts as regards my own, the Sephardim, community. The 5,000 frances (equal 
to 27,125 piastres), were apportioned as follows :

The deficit of 1074 piastres has also been paid out of our communal funds. 
There is no wrong calculation in the foregoing statements, for although the poor 
and the learned receive an equal amount, the former are double the number of the 
latter, and are increasing day by day. The fact is that our body is in extreme dis- 
tress, and is throwing itself upon our charitable funds. 

The following is a general statement of the ordinary charity dispensed by us: 


Monthly allowances to 3,000 (and sometimes more) poor persons... 54,000 piastres,

We further assist orphans, male and female, on their marriage. We provide 
shrouds and pay the funeral expenses for the dead; we also make allowances to 
“travellers” of the Sephardim and Moghrebim communities. Those who deny the 
accuracy of these statements are at liberty to examine the accounts for themselves. 
With regard to the numerous class who assiduously devote themselves to the study of 
the Holy Law, I may add that the tidiness both of their garments and of their homes 
raises & doubt in the minds of some persons whether they are really necessitous, 
But that they are so, I am ready to vouch. 


I solemnly declare that my object in writing to you is to close the mouths of 
those who slander the Sephardim community. We have not any land left to us, for 
we have sold it all to pay the debts of our community, which have accumulated from 
former years, and which we incurred to insure the right of settlement in former 
years, when we, the Sephardim, were the only congregation in the Holy City of 
Zion. 


But Tinvoke thename of the Lord our God, who will look upon our sufferings, 
and who will put an end to our sorrow and distress, May He hasten and speed our

EMIGRATION TO SOUTH AMERICA. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE “JEWISH CHRONICLE,” 


Srtr,—In your issue of May 13, which has just reached me, I find under the 
heading “Emigration to South America” a letter from Mr. Irving Brown, of Cordoba, 
recommending this as asuitable country for Russian Jewish emigrants, and naming 
Mr. Barnett to substantiate his assertions. First, Mr. Barnett, who has returned 
to London, came to this country about three months ago, seeking health, and could not 
be in a position to give an opinion on asubject of such serious importance. Mr. Brown's 
opinion “ after deep study ” I quite disagree with, after a residence in this country 
of 23 years, during which time I have been in daily contact with the “Jewish 
emigrants’ who have reached these shores, Amongst the number we had some Russian 
emigrants, who to save them from starvation were at their request found passages to 
Rio de Janeiro, and there, unfortunately taking “ Yellow fever,’ died. Some 
others, to the daily regret of the Jewish population, are by no means a desirable 
addition. The recommendation of Russian Jewish emigration to this country in my 
opinion would amount to a crime, and therefore I beg you will at all times use your 


influence against such a scheme. As to agricultural purposes, a capitalist would pro- 


bably to-day get a fair interest on his outlay, not more, and the labourer about 
enough to keep soul and body together. But should sucha scheme as Jewish emigra- 
eion to these parts be at any time seriously thought of, I should recommend the

ITINERANT PREACHERS AND READERS, 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE ‘‘ JEWISH CHRONICLE,”’ 


Sin,—Permit me to draw your attention to a matter which has of late engaged 
the serious attention of not a few provineial congregations, and which by its increas- 
ing magnitude threatens to become, if it has not already done so, an intolerable 
nuisance and scandal—the employment of itinerant preachers and readers, These 
irresponsible and unrecognised individuals gain their livelihood by scouring country 
towns to display their vocal and theological talents (2) Various means are adopted 
to obtain an audience, their favourite method being to ascertain the whereabouts of 
their countrymen, especially those who are in good circumstances and influential, 
and, having found them, are employed to exert a considerable pressure upon 
the executives in their favour, Assuming the necessary permission obtained and 
their having officiated, the members and seatholders are next called upon to sub- 
scribe for their mental treat. Should, however, the essential licence be withheld, 
their religious scruples do not prevent them from officiating in a hall-or elsewhere. 
A case in point happened here recently wherein the would-be official was disap- 
pointed in his efforts to obtain sanction to read in synagogue, whereupon, after some 
agitation had heen excited by him amongst a certain poriion of the congregation, his 
supporters secured a hall used for missionary purposes the walls of which were 
hung round by such New Testament texts as “Come to Christ.” This objectionable 
feature did not, however, disconcert the reader or his friends, and the whole Sabbath + 
service was read by him as if it had been held in the most sanctified place. On 
another occasion an itinerant preacher called here on his circuit, and through 
the usual channel obtained permission to preach in the schoolroom. This same party 
was a few days afterwards seen in very unsuitable company. Numerous 
cases could be quoted to prove that the moral and religious character, 


to say nothing of the intellectual capacity, of most of these roving 
officials, totally unfit them to occupy any responsible or exalted 
positions in our synagogue. Besides, they sap the very vitals 


of provincial congregations—morally as well as ‘materially. From want of sufficient. 
support our philanthropic societies are in a chronic state of bankruptey and unable 
to cope with the distress of our resident poor; yet, notwithstanding, when these 
gentlemen honour us with their visits money is amply forthcoming, and a rich 
harvest is reaped by them.. I have known cases where from the preaching 
of a single sermon, as much was collected as would have 
maintained a family very comfortably for a couple of months. Intelligent 
and unbiassed men look upon it as a travesty upon our holy religion, and I sincerely 
invoke the co-operation of the heads of provincial congregations to firmly and 
resolutely suppress this questionable and most injurious state of things.

ANTI-SEMITISM IN GERMANY. 


The anti-Semites in Berlin sre loth to acknowledge the fai‘ure of their 
movement. They held a meeting at the well known Bockbrauerei on the 15th 
ult., when the usual nonsense was talked about the danger to the Fatherland 
which lay in the supremacy of the Jews. The meeting did not content itself, 
as usual, with empty resolutions, but determined on an address to the Crown 
Prince of Germany, as a counter-demonstration, it is said, to the address presented 
in London’to his [mperial Highness by the Board of Deputies and the Anglo- 
Jewish Association, The address of the anti-Semites-is to the following 
effect :— 

' “The meeting held on the 15th July expressly declares that the anti-Semitic 
movement is of a purely national character. The assertion of our Jewish fellow- 
citizens that they are attacked in their religious belief, an allegation which is sup~ 
ported by the liberal press, rests on error or on a base invention, Following the 
example of Frederick the Great, the German anti-Semites would ullow every one 
to atiain salvation in his own way ; but in return they rightly demand that the 
German Jew should conform to the character of the German nation, which is 
distinguished by German morality, German fidelity, Werman zeal, and German 
probity. The anti-Semites, are, therefore, not actuated by religious hatred, but 
they are defenders of national rights ; they love their cointry with all their 
hearts, and above all th-ir venerable Emperor, as well as the German princes, 
the noblest examples of German men.” 

The Germania, organ of the Clerical party, while considering the English 
address to the Crown Prince as wanting in tact, advises the anti-Semites not to 
send their address to their Prince. Race hatred speaks therein too emphatically, 
and, morcover, is unlikely to lead to any satisfactory results, when it 18 borne in 
mind that the Crown Prince declared anti-Semitism to be a disgrace to Germany. 
We venture to disagree with the advice tendered by the Germania. By all 
means let the anti-Semites send their address to the Prince. They will receive 
in reply such a severe snub, as will irretrievably damage their cause, if not kill it.

In these circumstances it is clear that no premature attempt need 
be made to introduce the new criticism into religious education. But at the 
same time it would be wise to let the children know as they grow towards 
years of discretion that divergent opinions exist on the exact force of many 
parts of the Biblical narrative, while it would be possible to point out that 
these divergencies need not affect the essentials of the Jewish faith. Itis 
much better that they should learn about them from those best fitted to mini- 
mise the evil effects that may result from such knowledge than that they 
should come across them as pieces of secret knowledge which would be all the 
more attractive and dangerous from their secrecy. | 

Judaism is in no danger from the new knowledge. But it would be 
idle to deny that certain ways of regarding Judaism are likely to be seriously 


_ affected by it. The more mechanical way of conceiving of Biblical inspiration 


receives serious injury from the new turn given to Biblical criticism by the 
novel views. But Judaism has never been tied down to any hard and fast 
definition of inspiration, and the doctrines of Maimonings are wide enough 
to cover all that is needed for the new attitude, if it be found necssary to 
sdopt it. Meanwhile there need be no unnecessary hurry for such an im- 
portant change. The new views have been by no means so completely 

proved that they can be regarded as the truth, the whole truth, and nothing 
but the truth, and until they are, Judaism and its teachers need not feel 
bound to adopt them. The present correspondence has _ brought 

out this most clearly, and by doing so has rendered the more patient 
task of private study on these most important subjects equally necessary and 
free from apprehension. Judaism may await the verdict of Biblical criticism 
with calm assurance that nothing can occur which is likely to make the Bible 


less an object of reverence than it always has been among “ The People of 
the Book.” 


JUDAISM AND BIBLICAL CRITICISM. 


— 


BY PROFESSOR GRAETZ, 


Influenced by an article in the Nineteenth Century on the incompatibility of 


Christianity, and especially Protestantism and Catholicism, with Biblical Criticism, 
Mr. Henriques has treated in your columns of the same topic in its relation to 
Judaism. Mr. Henriques shows a bold front to the dangers with which the criticism 
threatens Judaism. Yet I fancy one can observe in his attitude acertain misgiving 
lest the religion which rests on the Old Testament Scriptures may receive, if not 


its deathblow, yet serious injury from the assaults of scientific criticism. He 


therefore recommends his corelizionists not to shut their eyes before the enemy, 
but to make his acquaintance and take an early opportunity to come to terms 
with him. This anxiety for the future existence of Judaism does him honour. 
I should like to rescue him and those who hold such views from their fear before 
this bogey. Judaisin is a healthy religion and cannot be affected by the diseases 


that threaten Protestanisim and Christianity. Its adherents need not yet look out 


for a new basis for their faith, as Mr. Henriques recommends, because he regards 
its present foundation as undermined. 

I go still further and contend that so far from Judaism being capable of suf- 
fering from critical inquiries, it would gain in trustworthiness and power of 
conviction. It is true that if it were like Christianity in its two chief or many 
subsidiary forms as a belief or a dogma, then it might be endangered by the attacks 
of criticism, but luckily it is neither a belief nor a dogma. The fundamental 


dogma of Christian is that of a Divine man, and this res‘s entirely on the resur- 


rectiun of Jesus. Biblical criticism showing that the proofs for this belief in the 
New Testament are full of contradictions, and that the Resurrection, as many 
Christian scliolars grant, is a fact of only the slightest probability, or in other 
other words, unhistorical, while physiology and biology have established beyond 
all question the law that the corpse even of the most gifted soul could not live 


again in a human form, the whole edifice of faith would fall together and all 


that remaias is either credo quia absurdum or the most radical unbelief. 

It is far otherwise with Judaism. If all the miraculous stories in the Old 
Testament were put down as the legendary creations of imagination or to conscious 
poetical fancy, still much, very much, would remain that can be regarded as truth. 
The essential fact remains of the recoguition of the unity and lofty holiness of 


- God ; from this follows the demand for a holy life for His servants, for the love 


of our neighbours, and care for the stranger, the widow, and the orphan; in 
short, for the lofty ethics which Judaism posits as its ideal, and of which the 
This essential germ of 
Judaism cannot be affected by doubts as to the historic reality of the narratives 
in which it is embodied. Incidentally it may be remarked that Mr. Henriques need 
not feel anxious about the fact that the Decalogue finds some parallel in the 
Egyptian “Ritual of the Dead.” A religion that recommended the worship of 
oxen, goats and cats, and established licentious orgies as a part of its ritual cannot 
have the shadow of a claim of having produced the sublime Ten Commandments. 
Nor can the rites of Judaism, such as the Sabbath, festivals, dietary laws, &., 


insofar as they are contained in the Biblical book, be really attacked with success 
by Biblical criticism. | 


Mr. Henriques seems to recognise as infallible authorjties of this Biblical } 


Criticism : Reuss, Colenso, Wellhausen, Kuenen, and he might have added 
Renao. But neither the last nor the rest can impress real experts. To do this 
needs a sovereign mastery of the Biblical Scriptures on all sides, and this cannot 
be predicated of even Kuenen, the most distinguished of these critics, not 
to speak of the others. 1 do not know: the works of Bishop Colenso, but I have 
heard that he only knew the Bible inthe English translation, a very erroneous 
guide, a bad copy at second or third hand even in its revised form. Wellhausen 
is a blunderer in the elementary facts of Hebrew, and his criticism is largely 
influenced by his Antisemitism which he takes no pains to disguise. He vents 
his antipathy against a Jewish nose on Abraham, Moses, and Ezra. Renan has 
given sufficient proof of his ignorance in his translations of Job, Canticles, and 
Ecclesiastes. Would a philologist who desired to distinguish the component 
parts of Homer be reco znised as an authority if he was not master of the whole 
of Greek literature ? It is only in Bible criticism that sciolists dare to pose as 
authorities. Their method of splitting up the Pentateuch into Jahvistic, Elohistic, 
and other portions has been long recognised and repelled by experts as merely a 


stalking horse. 


Quite apart from its sublime contents, the Pentateuch isa remarkable work 
of art, and those that split it up, sin against the highest principles of ssthetics. 
And then the nonsense of making Ezra the author of the Péntateuch or of a 
part of it! The critics should be ashamed of such idle chatter. Ezra’s Hebrew 
style, which we know well, is to the artistic diction of the Pentateuch as the 
Greek style of a Byzantine writer is to that of Plato. Ezra could not have 
written a single complete verse of the Pentateuch. Besides which Ezra’s 
bitterest enemies, the Samaritans, have accepted the Pentateuch in its entirety 
as their holiest book. Would they have done this if it had been a work of Ezra ? 
Such pitiful criticism can do no injury to Judaism. | 

But a sound and positive criticism can do much to aid it. Christianity 
possesses a uniform set of literary sources from the Gospels to Revelations. If 
a single one of these is proved unhistorical, the remainder fall to pieces. It is 
far otherwise with Judaism. Besides the Pentateuch and the historical books 
it has others whose genuineness and authenticity no critic dares to impugn, the 


Prophets from the earliest Amos to the latest Malachi, and besides these the 


Psalme, Proverbs, and other works. These contain references to the historic 
events of earlier times, and, rightly understood, fully confirm the historical 
narratives in the Pentateuch and other books. The deeper one penetrates into 
the spirit of the greater Prophets, the more-confirmed becomes the historical 
truth of the remaining Scriptures. We have then a wide field for Biblical 
criticism which produces a richer harvest the more rigidly it is exercised. Such 
a criticism does not destroy, it builds afresh. . 


MODERN BIBLICAL CRITICISM. 


BY HARRY S. LEWIS, B.A. 


~The article of Mr. Henriques on this subject, which appeared recently in the 
Jewish Chronicle, deservis very earnest attention. His main contention is, I take 
it, that these great questions as to the integrity and historical value of the Bibli 
cal records, demand the deepest consideration from us, the people of the “ Book.” 
This is an undoubted fact and one on which it is necessary to insist, because it 
has been hitherto forgotten or ignored by Jewish scholars. It is little short of a 
scandal, that we have allowed, during the present century, the pursuit and con- 
trol of Biblical Exegesis to pass out of our hands, into those of Ciristians. We 
have scen, on the Continent and more recently even in England, a great revival 
amongst us of a scientific study of onr later literature. But unfortunately there 
has not been a corresponding movement, with regard to the scientific study of 
the Bible. With the exception of Luzzatto, there is hardly any one that could 
be named, who has achieved results which could be compared with those of the 
foremost contemporary Christian scholars in the same field. We can only hope 


that all this will be changed in the near future, and that the proposed Jewish 


Academy in England may have an important influence in this direction. One 
thing is certain. We must not palter with truth. By hesitating, through fear, 


to investigate the statements of the modern schools of Biblical criticism, we shall: 


not prove the fervour of our religious zeal, but the weakness of our faith. If the 
patriarchs be mythical cl.aracters, the giving of the Decalogue on Sinai a fiction, 
and the Pentateuch a forgery, it is important for us to recognize the facts and to 
shape our conduct in accordance with them. On the other hand, if all these 


| statements are without foundation, and our Torah is the Law of truth and the > 


Law of God, it will only be by means of patient inquiry and investigation that 
we shall be able to speak with our enemies in the gate, and to overpower the 
mass of able and learned authority, which is crrayed against us. 

Of course, it is impossible for me now to discuss the critical theory, as stated 
by Professor Mivart, and presented in a condensed form in the columns of the 
Jewish Chronicle. Mr. Henriques has done no more than to lay before us the 
results, which the new criticism claims to have proved. To controvert the evi | 
dence which could be adduced in their favour, would require a detailed examina- 
tion, wl:ich would be impossible in a short article. I should wish to coniine 
myself to one or two general considerations. | | 

The statements of Mr. Henriques are perhaps calculated to produce a wrong 
impression on one point of some importance. He seems to imply that there exists 
a substantial consensus of opinion among the critics themselves. The truth is 
that the theory, mentioned by him, is only one among many. De Wette,r eview- 
ing it in 1835, suggested that ‘there was a reason for this hypothesis coming to 
the surface, inasmuch as the criticism of the Pentateuch could only thus com- 
plete the entire round of possible assumptions.” The priestly code of this Grafiso 
hypothesis, as it is commonly known, was, for Ewald, the “ Book of Origins,” dnt 
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almost the most ancient section of the Pentateuch. Ewald considered the Deuterono- 
miet as the latest of the compilers, who made the earlier records of history the 
theme for philosophical discourse: Kuenen and Wellhausen actually make the. 
casual references in Deuteronomy to the incidents of the life of the desert, 
anterior to the systematic narrations of these events. And so we shall find the 
various adherents of modern criticism differing from each other, rot on details 
but on the most fundamental questions, almost as much as they differ from the 
followers of tradition. I will, however, follow Mr. Henriques in confining my 
attention to the theory of the authorities whom he cites. It is very 
important for us to realize clearly the view held by them as to the 
Levitical code, and very bluntly formulated by Wellhausen. Here we have not a 
romance or poem in which a certain freedom of imagination might be legitimate, 
but a whole mass of minute details, which are supposed to have been fabricated 
with the distinct object of deceit. Genealogies, census rolls, the smallest 
particulars as to the eonstruction of an imaginary Tabernacle, were all invented 
by the unscrupulous author, in order to impose his work on a credulous. people, 
as a genuine product of antiquity. If this were true, we should be bound to 
consider the priestly code (including the sublime account of the Creation, and 
many details in the lives of the Patriarchs) not-only as uninspired and historically 
valueless, but as belonging to about the same category as the Shapira forgeries. 
The critics ask us to believe that this work wae accepted as genuine not only by 
the Jews, but by their bitter enemies the Samaritans, who would have been 
distinctly prejudiced against any document, previously unknown, produced at 
Jerusalem, and who have actually received none of our canonical books except 
the Pentateuch and Joshua. I think this hypothesis leads us to a moral impossi- 
lility, greater than any which can be alleged against the traditional theory of 
the authorship of the Bible. 


It would not be difficult to show that a great number of the statements made by 

the critics rest on an a priori assumption which is quite independent of historical 
investigation. Tiisis that prophecy, in the sense cf the supernatural prediction of 
future events, is inconceivable, and that therefore, all such predictions of the occur- 
rences of later history, found in the books of the Bible, must have been written 
after the event. This argument, which is purely theological, is the real basis of 
many modern critical theories. It is by this means that the late date of Daniel is 
estublished, and the curse at the end of Leviticus shown to date from the exilic 
veriod. All the linguistic evidence, which is adduced for the same object, is 
ntirely subsidiary and would lose all its weight, if this preconceived belief as to 
‘rophecy were abandoned. It is clearly useless for the. critics to rely on this 
nethod of argument, until they have proved by indep»ndent mane that we 
nust abandon our conviction of the inspiration of the Bible. 


According to the critical theory, we cannot see on what basis the prophets 
of the eighth century built their teaching. Hosea and Amos, Isaiah and Micah 
lived at atime, before the law had been fabricated, or the earlier history had 
been written in the true spirit. They were cut off by a wide gulf of conduct and 
belief from their contemporaries, and from even the best men amongst their 


Imm diate predecessors. They taught iudependently of each other, and while 


differing from one another in tone and feeling, all developed the same _prin- 
ciples and doctrines, which had been hitherto unknown. They learnt to regard 
the moral character of the Lord and His specific difference from other gods, as 
the esscntial parts of His nature. They obtained a firm grasp of the monotheistic 
doctrine, and perceived that God could not be represented by material images. 
The critics, who deny the existence at that time of the teaching of the Penta- 
teuch, cannot explain to us the means by which the prophets learnt the lesson 
which they transmittcd. They will hardly thank us if we answer for them that 
the prophets were moved by the direct inspiration of God, apart from all human 
means. And yet that seems the only reply possible on the critical hypothesis 
itself. On the other hand, if we assume that Isaiah and his colleagues drank 
from the waters of the Torah, all becomes clear. Their words were simply the 
application of the teaching of Moses to the circumstances of {their time. We 
must remember also that they do actually refer to an existing code on which 
their own mission was grounded, and which served to decide the whole fate 
for good or evil of their nation. Thus Amos declares (Amos ii., 4), that 
the unpardonable offence of Judah lies in the fact that he has 
rejected the Torah of the Lord, and has not kept his statutes. Hosea 
complains (Hosea viii. 12) that, though God writes down for Israel the ten thousand 


things of his Torah, yet they account it for a strange thing. Such 


referenccs would be inexplicable, if there did not then exist a well-known code of 


instruction, which was recognized by the people, at least in theory, as possessing 
a binding force. | 


The modern critics have done an undoubted service in preparing us to 
accept the theory of a progressive development of revelation. This idea was 
never unknown to Christianity, but until modern times it bas not veen under. 
Btood amongst Jews. This theory may be used as a strong argument against 
the critics, on a vcry important question—that relating to the belief in immortality. 
This belief is not unknown to the Pentateuch (see Deut. xxxii., 39), and the very 
suggestive note on it in Sanhedrin 91, b., but, as is well-known, no great stress 
is laid on it. The blessings promised in Deuteronomy to those who obey God's 
will, are purely material—length of days in the land, rain for their crops in its 
season, abundance of corn and wine and oil. This is what might have been 
expected in a book, which was primarily intended to satisfy the needs of a 


primitive people. Later on, in Isaiah, we find that the belief in a future life has 


become a passionate conviction, on which the prophet loves to dwell. Thy 
dead shall live ; my dead bodies shall arise. Awake and ery for joy, ye dwellers 
in the dust ” Isaiah xxvi, 19), Thus we have ja natural development from 


ee y to Isaiah. If we were to reverse, with the critics, the chronological 
order o 
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of belief, which is improbable in itself and contrary to all weknow of Jewish 
history. 
Having treated very inadequately some few points‘which suggest themselves 
in connection with modern critical theories, it remains for me to follow Mr. 
. Henriques in considering what would be the effect on our faith if we could 


‘definitely receive these conclusions as satisfactorily established, [think there can 
only be one answer. Not only dogmatic Judaism, but any form of religion which 


could be connected with the ancient belief, would be doomed ; Judaism, the faith 
of the sons of Judah, rests on history, and can have no other basis. If the critics 
‘made out this case, natural religion,—the belief in a great not-ourselves which 
makes for righteousness—would remain ; but we, as a nation, would have n> 
grounds for retaining our serarate existence. A religion, based on philosophy 
‘alone, ig independent of any race ; it is only because we can appeal to our divine 
law and our sacred records, that we can accomplish our mission as a “ people: 
dwelling alone, which is not reckoned amongst the nations.’ Since we have been 
in exile, we have only held together by means of our belief in the law of our 
fathers—NNIN MINNA PI Ww PR—and, if that were removed, our hope would be 
indeed lost and we should be clean cut off. The history of Judaism, as a vital 
force which had affected the world, would always reniain infinitely instructive ; 
but the last page of that history would be written, on the day when it was shown: 
that the standard of our faith must be lowered before the onslaught of the new © 
learning.

CONSTANTINOPLE, JuLy 29TH, 1887. 


M. David Fresco, whose Jewish journal, the 7elegrafo, was suspended by the 
Government through the action of the Acting Grand Rabbi, has obtained a signal 
triumph. M. Fresco addressed direct to the Sultan a petition setting forth the 
grounds of his paper’s suspension, and his Majesty, whose sense of justice is un- 
bounded, at once gave orders, in an Imperial Iradé, for the reappearance ot the 


devotion to the Sultan, has deeply moved the Jewish population of the capital and 
the provinces. The utmost joy is everywhere manifested, and it would be almost 
impossible for me to depict the eagerness with which the republication of the 
Teleqrafo has been greeted. The name of the Sultan Abdul Hamid is blessed in 
every mouth, for it is a rare favour that a journal is authorised to reappear by an 
Imperial decree. The incident shows how great is the interest which his Imperial 
Majesty takes in his loyal Jewish subjects. | . 
Immediately after the promulgation of the Imperial Iradé, a telegram from 


Jewish notabilities of that city, to sanction the reappearance of the 7elegrafo. This 
happy coincidence caused the utmost satisfaction to the Sultan, as it enabled him to 
perceive that he had performed an act which was not only advantageous to an indi- 
vidual, but was also greatly. desired by the Jews.

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NOTES FROM HOLLAND, | 


— 


[FROM A TOURIST. ] 


THE HAGUE, 24th JuLy, 1887, 


During a brief visit to this city it accidentally came to my knowledge that the 
question of the housing of the poor has engaged the attention of the administration 
of the local Jewish community, and is being solved in an admirable manner. So 
excellent is the work undertaken, so pregnant with fruitful results that I deem it 
will not be uninteresting to English readers to learn some details, 

As in many other continental cities, the Hague has its Ghetto, where the Jews 
of the poorer classes reside, not under compulsion, but from choice and inclination. 
Noted as Holland generally is for its cleanliness, I have no hesitation in saying 
that some of the rookeries which the Jewish poor inhabit are a disgrace to civili- 
sation. The entrances to many of the courts are under archways so narrow that a 
tall person is compelled tostoop in passing through, and when once in the court, 
what a sight meets the eye! I need not enter into details; it will suffice to say 
that the poor dwell amid surroundings which compel them to set at nought, though 
most unwillingly, the laws of hygiene and of decency, This lamentable state of 
_ things was towards the end of 1884 brought home to the well-wishers of the poor 

by a report from a small commission which inspected the Jewish slums. The 
report, which could not but give the utmost pain to all who read it, had an extremely 
beneficial effect: it led towards the establishment of a society to provide dwellings 
for the poor in the Hague. In calling such a Society into existence its promoterg 
had yet one other object, viz., to relieve the strain upon, and in time to benefit to 
a permanent extent, the “‘Armbestuur” (Board of Guardians) of the Jewish com- 
munity. The Administration of the Jewish Poor is in receipt of a subsidy from the 
munioipality—being the only religious community to whom such a grant is still 
made. But the subvention is decreasing from year to year, and, it is feared, will at 
no distant period be altogether withdrawn. To compensate for this loss it is 
intended that when the capital, which was borrowed for the erection of the dwellings 
has been repaid, these dwellings shall become the property of the “Armbestuur,” 
Further, this body is also being assisted by the Dwellings Company, in so far ag 
the low rents charged to the inhabitants enable the Board of Guardians to reduce, 
and in some cases altogether to discontinue its weekly allowances. 


The Dwellings Company, soon after its formation, set to work with exemplary 
vigour, and met with the utmost encouragement on all sides. A loan of 30,000 
florins was contracted towards the building of a first instalment of houses. Towards

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THE “WISDOM OF SOLOMON.”

BY CLAUDE G. MONTEFIORE, M.A. 


A PAPER READ BEFORE THE JEWS’ COLLEGE LITERARY SOCIETY, 


The Wisdom of Solomon, though written in Greek and greatly influenced by 
Greek philosophy and Alexandrian surroundings, is, nevertheless, to a large extent 
modelled upon a distinct type of old Hebraic literature. It keeps most clearly to 
its model in its central teaching, the doctrine of Wisdom. Even the most casual 
reader of the Bible may easily have noticed that the Scriptural writings can be 
roughly divided into three or four main groups, each possessing its own charac- 
teristics. There is, first of all, the large collection of historical or narrative books ; 
in the second place there comes the series of the Prophets. The books which re- 
main, putting aside one or two minor and less easily classifiable writings, are, first, 
an incomparable collection of religious lyrics, which we know as the Psalms and 


Lamentations, and, secondly, three works of a wholly different character from any 


of the others. These three works are Job, Proverbs, and Ecclesiastes. 

What are the general characteristics of these books, applicable equally in spite 
of their differences from each other, to all of them? These characteristics are both 
negative and positive. First of all, there is no prophetic element in these books. 
They differ from the Psalms not only in style, but in being the outcome not of 
momentary enthusiasm or individual feeling, but of calm and collected meditation. 
Last, and most peculiar feature of all, they have nothing to do with historic events 
or national aspirations. They do not concern themselves with Israel's fortunes or 
Israel's hopes ; they are, on the contrary, broadly human, and deal with the general 
incidents and accidents of mortal destiny. | 

The quality both in God and man which these writings hold most highly is 
wisdom, and they form what is known as the 73M or Wisdom Literature of the 
Old Testament. Proverbs is the main and central example of this literature, while 
Job on one side and Koheleth on the other are developments or branches of it with 
additional and peculiar characteristics of their own. The MD3N books are the 
works of the “ Wise ;”’ from the priest, according to a statement in Jeremiah, comes 
MNF) or ritual instruction, from the Prophets 131 or predictive utterance, from the 
wise man, M¥Y or counsel. Who were, we have to ask, these D'D3N or wise 
men, and what was the counsel they were wont to give? | | 

At what date the teaching of the Wise began is uncertain. Whether Solomon 
was ‘‘ wise,” in the Iater technical sense, is exceedingly doubtful. But by the time 
of Josiah there undoubtedly existed a class of men who gave up their time to a kind 
of open public instruction. They taught “in the broad places and the streets," 
“beside the gates at the entry of the city.’ They seem to have had disciples, 
though scarcely to have formed definite schools like the schools of the Prophets. 
While they may legitimately be called a class, their functions were not so sharply 
marked off or so openly recognised as to give their office, like priests’ or prophets’, 
the character of a profession. (Oehler “ Padagogik des Alten Testaments " in Schmid's 
“*Encyklopadie” V., p. 561.) How it comes to pass that they seemed to have cared so 
little, or at all events to have spoken so seldom, not only about temple ceremonials 
but also about the predictions of the Prophets—we find in the books of the Wise 
no allusion to captivity or Messiah, to national suffering or national aspirations, to 
Israel's sins or Israel's virtues—we can hardly tell. They do not seem, as was sup- 
posed by Bruch in his useful book “ Die Weisheitslehre der Hebraer,”’ to have been 
sarcastically indifferent or hostile to the outer forms of the popular religion. They, 
however, turned their whole attention to developing the universal side of Israel's 
religion and ethics, and thus occupying a sort of “ middle position” between the 
prophets and the rude masses, and “‘ constantly working on suitable individuals, they 
produced a moral sympathy with the prophets without which those heroic men 
would have laboured in vain.” (Cheyne’s ‘‘Hebrew Wisdom,” p. 123.) This last 
touch of Professor Cheyne’s may be somewhat exaggerated, but at any rate it is 
certainly true that the full importance of the wise men in the religious history of 
Israel “is too seldom recognised.” For their teaching was. in harmony with the 
fundamental conceptions of the Prophets, seeing that the wisdom they adored was 
founded upon the fear of God. Wisdom is God's gift, and the knowledge of God is 
the supreme object of wisdom. Hence wisdom, while presiding over every depart- 

ment of human activity, so that the management of a household and the govern 
ment of a kingdom are both within the wide scope of her direction and control, is 
yet chiefly and immediately concerned with matters of religion and practical 
morality Or, in other and possibly more accurate words, every. kind of human 


_ action in the opinion of the wise falls under the category of morality. Ethics and 


religion, as they understood them, were not only inextricably blended with each 
other, but penetrated in this close combination into every side and aspect of life and 
its affairs. The consequence is that wisdom, according to the doctrine of Proverbs, 
is frequently synonymous with goodness or religiousness. The wise men looked at 
both these qualities mainly from the intellectual point of view. Hence the calm 
reflectiveness and the comparative lack of enthusiasm and emotion in their teaching. 
Goodness becomes a form of wisdom, and the central and most essential quality of 
God, on which the wise men love to dwell, is not His love, His Mercy, or His 
holiness, but His wisdom. Yet for all that the true opposite of wisdom is not 
ignorance, but vice ; the “fool” is he who deliberately and obstinately refuses to 
undergo that self-imposed and self-accepted moral discipline which is the condition 


_of moral knowledge. Thus if morality is a form of wisdom, wisdom is constituted 


by morality. With that purely theoretical knowledge which can be associated with 
an immoral, though not with a wholly undisciplined life, Hebrew wisdom has no 
concern. | 

It becomes apparent from the foregoing considerations that the wise men’s 
teaching, though peculiar in many of its features, did not bring them into conflict 
with either prophets or priests. Their ethics were founded upon religion, and their 
religion was a knowledge of the same God as was worshipped by Psalmist and Seer. 
Even when the sages begin to realise the difficulties which the theory of an all- 


* Jeremiah xviii, 18, 
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powerful and all-beneficent Deity presents to the moral consciousness of man, the 
obstinate questionings they feel and raise do not go so far as to doubt the existence 
or omnipotence of God. There may be evidence (Cheyne’s “Hebrew Wisdom,” 
“pp. 120, 149—152) of a more radically sceptical left wing ; but its members must 
always have been regarded by the religionist majority as possessing no legitimate 
claim to the title of Wise. Even the mournful Koheleth never hesitates to assume 
God's existence. And Job, in the darkest moments of his mental agony, never 
falters in affirming the reality of the God whose justice he arraigns. Hebrew 
wisdom, through the mouths of its accredited representatives, never questions the 
truth of that “supernatural hypothesis” from which all its philosophy depends 
(Oehler, p. 857). 
With this mere outline, in which I have only touched upon those points in the 
teaching of the Wise that are intimately connected with my own subject, I must 
here content myself. Let me now attempt to point out what influence the circum- 
stances of Alexandrian life and of the post-Maccabean epoch produced upon the 
development of the 73F literature. That influence was considerable but contra- 
dictory. The universalist tendencies of the Hebrew sages were in harmony with 
the general teaching of the contemporary Greek Philosophy. The religion of the 
Platonists and the Stoics was no more specially Greek, in any national sense, than in 
a similar sense the religion of the Wise men was specially Jewish. Even Socrates 
had called himself a citizen of the world, and this appellation had become a common- 
place among the Stoics. Zeus and Olympus are insufficient to express God's nature 
and his home ; in their place we have the theory of the all-pervading Spirit of God, 
Such teaching was attractive to the school of the Wise, and the point of connection 
led to a development of their doctrine in the direction of Stoic universalism. But 
on the other hand, the national consciousness and the national sympathies had been 
considerably strengthened and intensified by the struggle of the Maccabees and the 
exaltation of the written letter of the Law. For the Palestinian 25M literature 
of the period we may notice this increase of nationalism in the wisdom of Sirach or 
Ecclesiasticus, where the references to Jewish history are frequent, and the personified 
Divine Wisdom is for a moment identified, in the manner of later Rabbinic theology, 
with the written Law of Moses.* In Alexandria national feelings were excited by 
opposition. Though the Jews were very numerous they were nevertheless in a 
minority as compared with the whole population. A religious minority, whenever 
there is any attempt at repression or force, is always polemical and combative. That 
some Jews fell away altogether only served to increase the religious nationalism or 
particularism of the remainder. Thus the Hellenistic writings in certain respects 
are wider and more universal than any class of Hebrew literature which had pre- 
ceded them ; but sometimes they are also more intensely national, and more fiercely 
denunciatory of other creeds and their believers. In the Wisdom of Solomon we 
find both these tendencies at work in sufficient strength to cause occasional contra- 
dictions in the teaching of the book. The two influences have not been reconciled 
or harmonised in the author's mind; each becomes uppermost according to the 
occasion of the moment. | 


| I will seek to illustrate this conflict of influences by considering our author's 
views upon the relative position in the divine economy of Heathens and Jews. 

That God is the universal Creator and Sustainer is everywhere assumed and 
frequently asserted. God made the world because He meant to love it. “Thou 
lovest all things which are and hatest nothing which Thou hast made, for Thou 
never wouldst have fashioned aught while hating it. And how would anything 
have continued to exist hadst Thou not desired it, or maintained itself unless it had 
been called into existence by Thee? Thine incorruptible spirit is in all things.” 
Imitating the very terminology of the Stoics, our author asserts that ‘“‘God cares 
(rpovoei, VI. 7, I. 14) for all alike, and made all things that they might live.’ The 
whole doctrine of Wisdom is perfectly general. The language is even grander and 
wider reaching than that of Proverbs. But when our author comes to deal with 
events of history, the punishments which befell the Egyptians and the Canaanites, 
we notice the influence of the surrounding idolatry and licentiousness upon his 
mind, although we notice also an evident effort to justify the vengeance of God. 


National as his sympathies are, he resembles the wise men of Proverbs in paying 
no attention to the higher teaching of the Prophets. To Israel's mission to man 
kind there is scarcely an allusion. Once only are the Jews described as God’ 
children “through whom the incorrupt light of the Law was to be given to the 
world.” Our author had certainly not profited by the words of the Second Isaiah. 
The Messianic age (there is no reference to any personal Messiah in the book) is 
alluded to, though obscurely, but its glories are apparently confined to Israel and do 
not include an ingathering of the heathen nations. 

The inhabitants of the world, according to the author's view, seem to be divided 
into three great classes. First come those who are Jews by faith and practice as 
well as race. These are the d:caioe or righteous men. Secondly, there are the apos- 
tate Jews for whom dire punishment is in store. Thirdly there comes everybody 
else, conveniently lumped together under the generic title of Idolators. There are 
degrees of idolatry, and one kind is more blameable than another, but, on the whole, 


not only are all non-Jews regarded as idolators, but also all idolatry is identified 


with sin, | 

I do not deny that this view fairly represents the general doctrine of the Old 
Testament itself. But that which is naive and spontaneous in the Hebrew Scrip- 
tures receives in “ Wisdom” a scientific basis and justification. Chapters XIII., XIV., 
and XV. consist, as I have already stated, of a long digression upon the causes, the 
nature and the effects of idolatry. The main features of the author's teaching, 
though somewhat confusédly stated in his text, appear to be of the following kind. 
The knowledge of God is only possible to man if God impart, as a gift of grace 
within his soul, the holy spirit of wisdom. But this gift is not given unless 
desired. And to desire it requires a certain amount of humble simplicity and dis- 
cipline (amdérng capdiag and wadeia, Cp. in Proverbs). Hence all men who 


are ignorant of God may be regarded as naturally vain (udratot piotr), because they 
are unable to raise themselves to that degree of moral capacity from which to seek

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blameless, though unless they fall to lower levels of ignorance, the blame attaching 
to their folly is comparatively small. 


The first step towards the avernus of idolatry was to confuse the workman with 
his work, to worship nature instead of its Author. It seems not improbable that in 
the passage where this mistake is spoken of the writer is alluding neither to the mere 
worship of sun and stars or other natural objects (for representatives of such reli- 
gions would not have been numerous in Alexandria), nor, as Grimm supposes, to the 
cultus of Hephaistos, Hera, Poseidon and other Hellenic deities, but, as has been 
pointed out, I believe for the first time, by Professor Edmund Pfleiderer, to the 
theories of the Greek Philosophers. Such theories he calls, in another passage, “the 
mischievous inventions” (xaxéreyvog imzivoa) of men.* The exact words run as 
follows : “Surely vain were all men by nature who were ignorant of God, and could 
not out of the good things that are seen know Him that is ; neither by considering 
the works did they acknowledge the workmaster, but deemed either fire or wind, or 
the swift air, or the violent water, or the lights of heaven to be the gods which 
govern the world.” (XIII. 1, 2.) | 


Pfleiderer supposes that “ wind and air” in this passage refers to Anaximenes ; 
“water” to Thales; the circle of the stars to the Pythagoreans, and “fire” to 
Herakleitus. The “lights of heaven,” which others held to be “ the governing gods 
of the world,” are assigned to the Peripatetics and Stoics, who regarded the stars as 
animated and divine beings (Pfleiderer, p. 304). How to estimate the religious 
position of the philosophers must have been a great puzzle to the Alexandrian Jew. 
(A parallel case may be discerned in a certain awkwardness among ourselves in 
estimating the religious value of Theists and Unitarians.) They were not idolators, 
they were not Jews. Philo, without exactly telling us what he thinks of their 
chances of salvation or their capacities for morality, yet frequently refers to them 
in terms of praise and recognition, He speaks of the most eloquent Plato, the holy 
band of Pythagoreans, and so on. He is willing to allow that certain truths are 
contained in the stories of Greek mythology, and he adopts the Stoic view about the 
stars. He speaks of them as “ endowed with life and intellect, pervading the universe, 
unadulterated and divine;” and again as “rulers in heaven,” though sub- 
ject to the single, the Father of all.’t{ The author of the Wisdom of Solomon 
seems less complaisant and more sternly monotheistic. He cannot praise those who, 
over-persuaded by the things they see or lost in the rapture of their beauty, are 
unable to raise their souls to Him who is the Creator of Beauty (6 rot xcarXove 
yeveciapync). For if “ they were able to know so much that they were able to in- 
vestigate the world, how did they not sooner find out the Lord thereof?” (XIII.,19.) 


Still, these men, whether they were disciples of philosophy or simple worshippers 
of the grander phenomena of nature, may be credited with an unfeigned desire to 
find out God. They went astray in the investigation of His works. Hence, though 
they are not to be pardoned altogether, the blame proportionate to their fault cannot 
be large.{ The full scorn and hatred of the author is reserved for those who bow 
down before animals or the fashionings of men. Upon them shall a dire and awful 
punishment descend, The origin of this second and debased form of idolatry he 
appears to find in a peculiar variation of Euhemerism. The deification of man led 
to the making of idols, and the practice was fostered by the vanity of kings, the 
flattery of their subjects, and the zeal of the idol makers themselves. The passage 
is curious enough to deserve a full translation. 

“A father afflicted with untimely mourning, when he had made aa image of 
his dead child, now honoured him as a god, who was then a corpse, and instituted 
among his household ceremonies and rites. Thus in process of time the ungodly 
custom now grown strong was kept asa law, and graven images were worshipped 
by the commandments of kings. And in the second place, whom men could not 


honour in presence because they dwelt far off, they took the counterfeit of their 


visage, and made an express image of the king they honoured, that by their zeal 


_ they might flatter him in his absence as if he were present. Also the eagerness of 


the artificer helped forward the ignorant to greater intensity of worship. For he, 
desiring to please the ruler, used his utmost skill to make the image as beautiful as 
possible, and the multitude, allured by the graceful beauty of the work, took him 
now for a god who a little before was but honoured as a man” § (XIV., 15-20). 
Idolatry could not have begun had not a weakening of the moral intelligence 
preceded it. The state of mind which caused it is called by the author cevodotia, or 
‘vain imagining.” It is the source and origin of innumerable sins and horrors. It 
is ‘the beginning, the cause and consummation of all evils” (XIV., 27). If men 
really believe that their idols are gods, they are miserable (raXaimwpot agpovioraro:) 
fools and lovers of evil. Still guiltier perhaps are they who do not believe in their 
divinities, and are yet content to swear falsely by their names, fondly dreaming that 


no harm can come to them. They forgot the living avenger of perjury. The orgies | 


of Alexandrian festivals to gods both Egyptian and Hellenic, the lascivious and 
grossly immoral rites practised in the celebration of the mysteries, the riots and 
bloodshed which were often caused by “the quarrels of various Egyptian villages 
among each other as to the relative superiority of the ibis over the cat, or the 
crocodile over the baboon” (Mommsen, V., p. 580), had evidently made a deep im- 
pression upon our author's mind. To him all heathen life (XIV., 25, reading with 
Grimm rayra, instead of the Vulgate ravrag) seemed one seething mass of cor- 
ruption and crime. There isa horrible confusion of “blood and slaughter, theft 
and deceit, ingratitude and perjury, adultery and sexual uncleanness” (XIV., 25, 26 
shortened). What wonder if a speedy retribution shall befall such sinners? Our 
author, like the Prophets of old, thought that the punishment and day of visitation 
would come speedily. The ungodly and his ungodliness are alike hateful to God. 
A sharp and sudden end has been decreed for them. The earthly rulers who have 
countenanced these evils shall be visited with a sore trial. “ Horribly and speedily

and obtain the gracious gift of Wisdom. But for this inability they are not wholly | 


shall he come upon you, for a sharp judgment shall be dealt out to them that be in 
high places” (VI.,5). The details of this divine punishment are not given, and the 
author's ideas upon this subject seem in no way to have advanced upon, but rather, 
as I have elsewhere pointed out, to have deteriorated from, the prophetic notions of 


the Day of Judgment and the Messianic Age. “The righteous,” we are told, “shall 


judge the nations and have dominion over the peoples, and the Lord shall be King 
for ever and ever” (III, 8). | 
It is more interesting to turn to the author’s general theory of divine punish- 
ment, which is closely connected with his view of the heathen world, and supplies 
a further and excellent illustration of the conflicting influences at work within his 
mind,

THE LATE M. KATKOFF. 
[REUTER'S TELEGRAM. ] 
ST. PETERSBURG, AvaustT 4TH. 


The Jewish community of St. Petersburg will to-day hold a solemn service 
of mourning at the synagogue for the death of the late M. Katkoff. 


AUSTRALIA- 


The congratulatory address presented to the Queen on the occasion of her 
Jubilee by the Jewish community in South Australia is of a novel and beautiful 
character. It has taken the form of a Scroll of the Law, but instead of parchment 
and wooden rollers, the whole is of silver, weighing about 65 ounces, and 
at the bottom of each handle is a royal crown in gold. At the head 
of the Scroll are the words, in Hebrew, “Pray for the welfare of the ruling 
power :” one of the handle columns has the text, also in Hebrew, ‘‘ He who giveth 
salvation unto Kings and dominion unto Princes ;” and on the other is the blessing 
said on seeing the Sovereign, ‘Blessed art thou, O Lord, who hast imparted 
his glory to man.” The address which was manufactured at the factory of Mr, 
S. Schlank, was signed by the Hon. Maurice Shalom, M.L.C., the Rev. A. T. Boas, 
Messrs. J. M. Solomon, and Lewis Cohen. These gentlemen waited on the Governor 
to whom the uddress was handed, with the view to its being forwarded to Her 
Majesty. The Hon. Mr. Shalom, as Chairman of the Demonstration Committee, took 
a leading part in the féte given to 13,000 children attending public schools, which 
was held on Montefiore Hill (probably so named after Mr. Jacob Montefiore, one of 
the first Commissioners for South Australia). | 

The Jubilee service at the Great Synagogue in Sydney was of an elaborate 
character. It was arranged and conducted by the Rev. A. B. Davis, who was 
assisted by the Rev. A. D. Wolinski. The musical portion of the service, under the 
direction of Mr. Sydney Moss, L.C.M., was executed by the choir and an orchestra. 
Mr, Davis preached a powerful sermon, which has been reproduced in extenso by some 
of the Sydney newspapers, from the text, “ When the godly are in authority the 
people rejoice” (Proverbs xxiv., 2). Among the congregation were the Hon. 
Julian Salomons, Q.C., Vice-President of the Council, Mr. W. Clarke, Minister for 
Public Instruction, and Mr. Burns, Colonial Treasurer. 


AUSTRIA-HUNGARY. 

The Crown Prince Rudolph has paid a visit to the synagogue at Czernowitz. 
His Imperial Highness was received by the President of the congregation, ‘and con- 
ducted by him to the front of the Ark, where the Rabbis were in waiting to welcome 
the august visitor. Dr. Igel, the Land Rabbi, offered up a brief and appropriate 
prayer, and the Prince then addressed the Rabbis, and expressed his acknowledg. 
ments for the cordial reception given him. 

The Deputy von Schénerer summoned a meeting of National Germans in 
Vienna, in order to discuss the Jewish question, The proceedings did not last 
more than five minutes, for no sooner were the usual denunciations of the Jewa 
commenced than the Commissary of Police closed the meeting. 


BELGIUM. 


M. Constant Fix, Military Governor of Luxemburg, has been appointed General 
of Brigade at Mons. The number of Jews holding high posts inthe Belgian Army 
is, like the Jewish population, very small. 


| | GERMANY. 

The “Free Association for the Defence of Orthodox Judaism” has petitioned 
the Ministers of War, the Interior, and Public Instruction in favour of limiting 
to six months the period in which Jewish primary teachers shall be required to 
perform military service. A reply has been received that while the demand of the 
petitioners cannot be acceded to en bloc, each individual case will be examined, in 
order to ascertain whether there are any circumstances connected therewith which 
will justify a reduction of the period of service. : 

A Jewish corn merchant, Herr Strelitz, living at Tremessen in Posen, has been 
murder, d under most atrocious circumstances. Suspicion is directed against two 
brothers, who have been taken into custody on the capital charge. Herr Strelitz’s 
father was also murdered about 40 years ago. | 

According to the muncipal regulations for the province of Posen, clergymen 
are exempt from the payment of local rates. The municipality of Inowraclaw has 
received an intimation from the Government that the Rabbi should no longer 
enjoy this immunity from taxation as he is not a “Geistliche,” in the letter of the 
‘aw. The Municipal Council, having discussed the subject, has decided not to 
comply with the instructions of the Government, 


ITALY, 
The distinguished political economist, Signor Luigi Luzzatto, has been charged 
by the Italian Government to proceed to Paris, with the view of commencing th 
preliminary negotiations for the conclusion of a new Commercial Treaty between 
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_ destroyed by fire. 


Italy and France. Similar important missions have been successfully undertaken 
by Signor Luzzatto on previous occasions. : 
MOROCCO. 

_. The Governor of Fez has forbidden the sale of milk by Arabs to the Jews of 
that city, The reason assigned for this prohibition is a curious one; it is that the 
milk has strengthening properties. Like Pharaoh of old, the Governor is evidently 
ef opinion that the Jews shovld be physically weakened as much as possible. 


PALESTINE. 


The .irchires Israélites announces that Dr. Gregory d’ Arbella, at present 
Physician to the Sultan of Zanzibar, has accepted the position of Medica] 
Superintendent of the Agricultural Colonies in Palestine, which are under the 
patronage of Baron Edmond de Rothschild. Dr. d’ Arbella has lately visited 
Europe and Morocco on a mission from the Sultan of Zanzibar, 7 


ROUMANTIA, 

Substantial help, though far from sufficient to meet the case, has been received — 
from several benevolent persons in aid of the sufferers by the conflagration at 
Bottuschani. Baron de Hirsch with his habitual munificence has forwarded 50,000 | 
francs, M. Neuschotz, a Jewish banker at Jassy, has sent one thousand complete 


outfits, and Prof. Lazarus, of Berlin, has remitted 10,000 ‘francs out of a fund at | 


his disposal. On the other hand the notorious anti-Jewish journal Desteptarea 
advises that not a single centime from the relief fund should be given to Jews, | 
who, we may mention, form at least 95 per cent. of the victims. 

A so-called National Exhibition, organised by the anti-Semitic Deputy, M. 
Butculesco, is to be opened at Crajova on the lith inst. Theright of the Exhibition 
to be styled “ National” may be inferred from the fact that Christian foreigners will | 
be permitted to exhibit articles imported from abroad, whilst the products 
manufactured in the country by.native Jews. will be excluded. As a counter 
demonstration, the Jews of Bucharest propose to hold an exclusively Jewish 
Industrial Exhibition, but it is doubtful whether the project can be realised, owing 
as much to want of funds as to the probable opposition it is likely to encounter 
from the Government. Should these obstacles be removed, the Exhibition would 
clearly show that the real national industry is in the hands of the Jews. 


RUSSIA, 


Nearly half of the town of Siebiez, in the Government of Witebsk, has been 
Several lives were lost, and 350 families, mostiy Jews, have. 
peen rendered homeless, More or less disastrous fires have also occurred in other 
towns, largely populated by Jews. ‘ 

A newspaper, published at Lodz, asserts that the branches of the Russian 
State Bank have withdrawn credits from all foreign Jews. | | 

- The law forbidding Jews to have Christian servants has been withdrawn by 
Imperial decree, but such servants must not be hindered in the exercise of their 
religious obligations on Sundays and Festivals. 


SWITZERLAND. 


Switzerland has been the home of the agitation for the suppression of the 
Jewish mode of slaughtering animals, but the opponents of. this method like their 
colleagues in Germany have not effected their object. The Federal Council has 
rejected the petition of the Swiss Society for the Protection of Animals on the 


Svea that it has not been proved that the Shechita involved any cruelty to 
animals, 


Anti-Semitic journals have not yet abandoned their slanderous trade. Several 
of these papers inserted recently a telegram from Bale, stating that three Jews had 
grossly maltreated the Christian translator of the Shulchan Aruch, and that they 
had been instigated thereto and paid by the Rabbi Cohn. The entire telegram isa 
pure fabrication, for which the journals publishing it are likely to be called to 
account. Dr, Cohn, of Bale, intends to bring an action for libel against every 
paper in which the false news appeared, 


SOUTH AMERICA, 

_A correspondent writes to us from Buenos Ayres, under date of the 24th June: 
We have a synagogue here which unfortunately we can only find use for on the 
High Festivals, when it is crowded, There is also in this city a Ladies’ Benevolent 
Society, which renders important services, There is some serious work which might
